Last fall a campaign was carried 


on by the bureau to induce the wheat 
growers here to hold off sowing that 
grain until after Oct. 1 at least but 
the fine weather in September, the 
fact that the land was in excellent 
condition to plant, could not be re- 
sisted by many farmers and they 
so-wed their wheat before what Is 
known among the agricultural ex- 
perts as the "fly free date," the date 
when the wheat will not come up In 
lime to be infested by the pest. Tha

JAMES RIVER MAY BECOME 


U. S. MARINE 
"BONEYARD' 


Scores of Ships Lying Idle in Out-of-Way Spot at 


Claremont, Va. 


BY HARRY B. HUKT 


Claremont, Va., Aug. 19—I've just 


seen the biggest white elephant in 
Uncle Sam's whole zoo. That id, I've 
seen the head and trunk; the. body, 
hindquarters and tall haven't arrived 
yet. But even the forefront stretch- 
es acroas more than a mil* of the 
northern horizon of this town. 


We first sighted the monster as we 


rounded a bend in the James River, 
at Claremont, 60 miles above Norfolk. 


Skipper Henry Morecock released 


the tiller of the little fishing boat in 
which we were beating up the river 
from 
Jamestown, 
and 
clambered 


carefully forward. 


"Lookee there," he said, pointing 


to a strange blurred mass stretching 
out Into the river >two miles further 
up. "Some elephant, eh? She's grow- 
in' every day. She'll durn naar fill 
the whole river when they git her up 
here." 


ALL BIDING LIGHT £ND HIGH 
As we approached the mass began 


to dissolve Itself into a forest of 
spars and smokestacks rising above 
row 
upon 
row 
of closely-moorsd 


black hulks. 
Still nearer, the mass 


broke up into groups, In each unit 
of which was distinguishable five or 
seven big freight steamers 
lashed 


closely side by »ide,

nately bow to stern and stern to bow 
Empty,of cargoes, all rode light anl 
high.

These boats, the vanguard of 13S 


wooden steamers now assigned by 
he shipping board for berth In the 
river at Claremont, are a part of the 
emergency fleet built by the govern- 
ment during the war.

WILL THEY BUST AND ROT? 
But If some field for their service 


not now existing, or utilized, is not 
developed, they will remain indefi- 
nitely at Claremont, a charge on the 
government for protection and up 
keep, slowly rusting and rotting and 
becoming yearly more obsolete and 
useless, 


In which case, Claremont may be. 


remembered in history as the World's 
Greatest Marine Boneyard. 


The cost of this "white elephant'1 


may be pictured by comparison with 
the investment in those two other 
"elephants" owned by the shipping 
board—the Leviathan 
and the Hog 


Island shipyard. 


The Leviathan, greatest of all cargo

This farm makes a »pec- 
lalty of White Leghorns for breeding 
purposes and last year shipped birds 
to every state in the union but two 
and some to foreign countrlas. 


The visitors saw Incubators with 


22,000 egg capacity at one time, trap 
nests for keeping individual records 
of hens and all other modern poultry 
devices. There are six 
or 
seven 


thousand chickens on hand at this 
time. 


HAISES SADDLE HORSES 


Lyle Funk also specializes in sad- 


dle horses. He raises chickens as a 
business and saddle horses as a pleas- 
ure, 
he said. The chickens support 


the horses. His horse barn is also 
a model and he keeps an expert horse 
man and a number of helpers all the 
time busy working and training those 
horses. The farm has forty horses 
of its own and a number of boarders 
who are there to be trained. A num- 
ber of glossy beauties were paraded 
for the 
delectation 
of 
a 
few of 


the visitors who were not busy with 
the chickens. 


This farm while not the largest 


and with by no means the most costly 
residence is perhaps the most attract- 
ive In appearance of the Funk farms 
visited. 


VISIT DAIKT. FARM 


The tour continued on west to the 


Snow & Palmer dairy farm and the 
Tenbroeck dairy farm near McLean 
station on the Chicago and Alton 
railroad. There they saw a model 
fireproof dairy barn with a capacity 
of fifty cows, a dairy herd of eighty 
Guemseys, a milking machine in op- 
eration and all other of the latest 
type of dairy appliances. There was 
a short talk on alfalfa by Drew Ten 
broeck who 
manages 
both 
these 


farms and a visit to a forty acre a] 
lalfa field which has yielded four 
tons to the acre for the first two 
cuttings this year. 


From McLean the tour led to Funk'3 


Grove, a station on the Chicago and 
Alton railroad where are located the 
elevators of the Funk Bros, seed com- 
pany. The tourists had their midday 
luncheon In the grrove which Is adja- 


«ent to the station. A good many 
of the tourists bad brought lunches 
with them and others ate from tin 
cans purchased 
from 
the 
village 


store. The store did a thriving bus- 
iness for a half hour in ready to eat 
foods and tin ware. 


SEE HOG FARM 


The next stop was at the Lawrence 


Funk hog farm and this was supple- 
mented by a visit to the memorial 
which marks the location of the first 
log cabin built by Isaac Funk, the 
founder of the Funk family, who set- 
tled on this spot In 1824. The memor- 
ial is a great boulder Imbeded In a 
base of concrete and surmounted by 
a bronze tablet suitably inscribed. 


The Lawrence Funk farm is one of 


the greatest of the Funk farming en- 
terprises. 
His home is on the site 


of the last homestead of the founder 
of the family and has a beautiful res- 
idence with commodious grounds. 


The visitors saw there the Duroc 


Jerseys at ihelr best and the most 
approved methods of hog production. | 
Lawrence Funk was the host in this 
case and explained at length his meth- 
ods and appliances. 


THE SEED FARM 


The next stop was at the Eugene 


Funk seed farm where James Holbert 
of the TJ. S. Department of agricul- 
ture Joined the party and in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Funk acted as the host. 
The Eugene funk homt is another 
mansion with grounds which afford 
a beautiful setting. The visitors were 
shown the experiment plats and list- 
ened to talks by Mr. Holbert. 


The next and final leg of the tour 


was to Bloomington where the seed 
house of the Funk Brothers is loca- 
ted but on the way the tour led 
through the grounds of the home of 
the late Lafayette Funk, 
another 


wonderful place. 
They did not quit 


their cars there. 


The last part of the tour up to the 


time the Bloomington improved road 
was picked up was over dusty roads, 
the only dust found on the trip. On 
the whole the roads were excellent, 
some of them very fine, 
and 
the 


wsather was Ideal. 


CARS LOST 


Bloomlngrton was reached about 4 


p. m. A blocked railroad crossing 
and a congested street caused a num- 
ber of the cars to get lost and only 
a portion of them reached the Funk 
Brothers seed house. A special dis- 
play had been arranged 
here from 


photographs and plants preserved in 
alcohol showing the effects of corn 
root disease. One of the most inter-

THE FtJNK FAKMS 


The Funk farms as a whole com- 


prise 23,000 acres, a body of land 
as large as Illlni township. 
The land 


is all in one body, not a number of 
detached farms. 
It is not symmetri- 


cal as a square or rectangle but the 
farms are all joined. 
They are not 


operated under one management but 
as twelve Independent farms. Isaac 
Funk who was born in 1797 and who 
died in 1865 settled on this land in 
1S24. 
He had five sons the last ft 


whom is now dead. These farms are 
now being operated by the grand 
children of Isaac Fuhk, according to 
individual independent judgment. The 
farms vary in size from 700 acres 
upward. Some of them take to poul- 
try, some to dairy farming, some to 
hogs, some to grain, some to seed. 
With such resources as so much tine 
farming land gives them these farms 
are operated along the most modern 
lines. There is still standing on some 
ot the Funk 'land mucn timber, real- 
ly large areas of virgin forest 


The Funk farms Ilk 
all 
other 


farms have been handicapped during 
the last two years by lack of farm 
labor and from their very size and 
the fact that so much labor has to 
be hired have suffered worse1. 
But 


on the whole the farms are In fine 
condition and show to excellent ad- 
vantage. 


VISIT ZOO 


An interesting incident of the tour 


was that a large part of the tourists 
were quite unintentionally shunted 
into the zoo in Miller park In Bloom- 
ington. The route into Bloomington 
led by the side entrance to the park. 
One party of tourists not caring to 
go on to the seed house turned Into 
the park.

ed and after a swing around the cir- 
cle the cars were parked ilong side 
the zoo and everybody set about do 
ing the monkey house with the same 
zeal that they had viewed the Duroc 
pigs.
